A contributor shall be considered to have
relingquished coptrol over the contribution when it is delivered to the
candidate, when it is delivered to an authorized committee of the candidate,
or to an agent of an authorized committze of the candidate. A contribution
that is mailed to any of the aforementioned recipients will be considered 1o
have been made on the date of the postmark. Envelopes should be retained
for the committee's records. {11 CER §110.1{(b)(&))

If the centribution(s} accepted exceeds the amount of net debts outstanding
from fhe peneral election, you should refund the copwibntion{s) or seek
redesignation of the contribuion(s), in writing, from the contributor to the
noxt clection. The Commission should be notified if & refund is necessary.
